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THE  ADVENTURE  OF  FARMING. 

“What!  Farming  an  adventure?  Certainly.  They  are  mistaken 
who  suppose  that  adventure  is  confined  to  polar  exploration,  grizzly- 
bear  hunting,  and  leading  a  desperate  hope  into  No  Man’s  Land. 

To  be  sure,  the  band  does  not  play  “See,  the  Conquering  Hero 
Comes,’’  in  honor  of  the  farmer;  neither  do' the  writers  of  exciting 
stories  for  boys  build  a  tale  around  the  man  with  a  hoe  or  a  pitch- 
fork.  Nevertheless,  the  life  of  the  man  whose  honorable  calling  it 
is  to  win  from  a  sometimes  reluctant  Mother  Nature  the  food  supply 
of  the  world  is  essentially  a  life  of  adventure. 

In  spite  of  the  fact  that  the  agriculturist  is  looked  upon  as  a  good 
life  insurance  risk,  there  are  real  dangers  to  life  and  limb  which  he 
encounters.  To  stand  all  day  upon  the  table  of  a  high-power  thresher 
within  two  feet  of  the  whirling  cylinder,  where  a  misstep  or  a  slip  may 
mean  the  loss  of  a  leg;  to  climb  a  wind-mill  tower  and  adjust  the 
gears  in  a  gale;  to  handle  a  four-year-old  bull  that  sees  no  color  but 
red;  and  to  hang  on  to  a  team  of  colts  when  they  have  started  to  run 
away,  and  to  pull  them  down — these  are  adventurous  risks  of  no 
mean  order. 

But  the  real  adventure  of  the  farmer  is  in  his  work  as  a  whole  and 
not  in  its  more  spectacular  details.  What  is  an  adventure?  This  is 
Webster’s  definition.  An  adventure  is  “a  bold  undertaking,  in  which 
hazards  are  to  be  met  and  the  issue  hangs  upon  unforeseen  events.’’ 
What  could  better  describe  the  work  of  farming?’*
